Once they get the backing of 
an organization they go to 
work on the phone. Just about. 
every business man in town 
receives a call. He is informed 
that President So and So, of 
the club, is asking them for a 
small donation; maybe it's the 
‘purchase of a block of tickets 
[to a so-called benefit or an 
out-and-out contribution to the 
[Crippled Children's Fund. All 
[he has to do is just write out 
|the check and someone will 
| come right over and pick it up. 

Sometimes, after deducting 
expenses, a small percentage 
of the funds collected are act- 
ually turned over to the local 
club. In other cases, the solici- 
tors gather in all the cash they 
can and then disappear. I 
learned a long time ago that it 
was smart to turn down all 
telephone solicitations. When I 
am chairtably inclined, I know

COUNTY TO GET MORE 
MOSQUITO CONTROL 


Establishment of a state-wide 
bureau to more effeceively car- 
ry out control of mosquitoes 
and sand flies in Florida, was 
proposed this week by County 
Commission Paul 
Rardin. 

Rardin made his proposal 
Monday at the regular meeting 
of the County Commission and 
his plan was quickly adopted 
by the board. The group voted 
to immediately get the plan 
underway with the hope that 
the bureau could be established 
by the 1953 legislative session. 

Chairman Rardin said that 
several state wide bureaus such 
as fire control and forestry 
service are already organized 
and are Tarrying out an effec- 
tive plan of coordinating their 
activities on a state-wide basis. 

More effective, he said, 
would be a Florida mosquito 
control unit that could coordi- 
nate. its activities throughout 
the state instead of spotty con- 
trol that is now being carried 
out by only a few counties wha| 
finance mosquito control units. 
Palm Beach County is one of 
those in South Florida that has 
à county mosquito control unit. 

Said Rardin, the county group 
can control the pests within 
their area, but its mosquitoes 
| from outside uncontrolled areas 
[that are causing the trouble 
here. 
| With state wide control he 
said, the bureau would be most 
| effective and could probably 
share in federal money that 
|is set aside for this type of 
| work. 

“I feel that it should be an 
overall proposition by state 
and federal government," Rard- 
in said. 
| His suggestion wis backed 
|strongly by Commissioner Lake 
Lytal who said to gain the best 
mosquito control the work 
|must be accomplished on a 
wide scale. 

In addition to backing Rard- 
[in's proposal for a state wide 
bureau, the commission also. 
authorized their chairman to 
present the proposal to the 
State Association of County, 
Commissioners. Rardin heads 
the state group and he express- 
ed confidence that the idea 
would meet favorably with 
the state directors. 

Commissioner John Prince 
said that proposal of a state- 
wide organization did not by’ 
any means deter from*the work 
|that is being done by county 
unit headed by E. L. Seabrook. 
|Prince said the work of the 
|Palm Beach County unit has 
been most effective in local 
control but that much of the 
recent mosquito trouble has 
been caused by pests that have 
infiltrated defense lines in this 
area from outside county 
boundries.

TO BE SLOGAN OF JOINT 
MEDICAL PROGRAM

| Murphey, Jr., M. D., prominent 
Tampa surgeon and president 
of the Florida Medical As- 
sociation, and H. G. Clayton, 
[ot Gainesville, director of Co- 
operative Extension Work in 
Agriculture and Home Econo- 
mics for the state of Florida. 

Speaking for more than 2,000 
doctors who are members of 
the Association, Dr. Murphey 
said the primary aim of the 
program would be to aid in the 
possible solution of health pro- 
blems in the rural community 
through the joint efforts of 
farmers, their wives and’ their 
family doctors. This work is to 
supplement other programs now 
being corried on by other 
groups, he pointed out. 

Mr. Clayton explained that 
proposed initial steps called for 
an educational campaign to be 
carried on through county and 
home demonstration agents. 
This is a necessity, he said, be- 
cause health problems cannot 
be solved by doctors alone; 
they must have whole-hearted 
support from all farmers. 

Groundwork for the coopera- 
tive program was completed at 
a meeting here. Attending in 
addition to Dr. Murphey and 
Mr. Clayton were Miss Anna 
Mae Sikes, state home demon- 
stration agent, of Tallahassee, 
and Eugene B. Maxwell, M. D., 
of Tampa, chairman of the 
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Florida Medical Association's 
Public Relations Committee. 

Dr. Murphey emphasized that 
no part of the program was in- 
tended as an invasion upon 
health activities now being 
carried on in communities by 
other groups. Instead, he said, 
it is more or less an invitation 
from the Florida Medical As- 
sociation offering its assistance 
when needed. 1 

Mr. Clayton called upon farm 
community leaders to take ad- 
vantage of the assistance offer- 
ed by Dr. Murphey. He said 
it was gratifying to know that 
the doctors in Florida had seen 
fit to join their forces in such 
an undertaking.

Health Board Advocates

Expansion of Florida's mo- 
squito control district program 
to blanket the state would 
help to solve the "nuisance 
mosquito" problem, in the 
opinion of State Health Officer 
Wilson T. Sowder, Jacksonville.

PASTURE PLANTINGS 
IN 1950 SET RECORD 
PMA OFFICIAL SAYS 


A record-breaking 235,212 
acres of improved permanent 
pasture were established in 
Florida under the Agricultural 
Conservation program in 1950, 
according to R. S. Denhis, 
state executive officer with the 
Production and Marketing Ad- 
ministration. - 

It was the largest acreage of 
improved pasture established 
in any year since pasture im- 
provement was incorporated 
into the program in 1936, and 
it brought the total acreage 
for the 15-year period to 1,042,~ 
652. Thus, Florida farmers and 
cattlemen have received finan- 
[cial assistance from the pro- 
[gram in planting Bahia, Pan- 
gola, Bermuda, carpet, and 
Other grasses and clovers and 
other legumes for grazing on 
1,042,652 acres during the past 
decade and a half. 

"While some improved per- 
manent pasture has been plant- 
ed during the period without 
assistance from the federal 
government, most permanent 
pasture plantings have been 
made under the program, Mr.

WISE CATTLEMAN IS | 
WORKING TO PROVIDE 
FEED DURING WINTER 
How is the winter feed pro- 
gram coming along? 
That's a question every 
cattleman in Florida may well 
ask himself at this time, for 
winter feed undoubtedly is 
one of the biggest problems of 
Florida's livestock industry. 
As winter feed cannot be pro- 
duced nor obtained overnight, 
ít is highly important to make 
provisions for it well in ad- 
‘vance of the time when it will 
be needed, and the cool season 
is not many. weeks away. 
Whether it's "reserved" pas- 
ture, temporary pasture, hay, 
protein supplements, or other 
feed to be used in winter, it re- 
quires planning, time, labor, 
and expense, but it's necessary 
if the hérd is to continue in 
good health and weight during 
the cool months of the year. 
The results justify effort and 
expense in the matter. 
If cows are not provided 
with temporary pasture, protein 
supplements, and other such 
feeds during the winter, they 
are almost certain to lose 
weight—weight which they 
have put on in the spring and 
summer and weight which they 
will have to regain next spring 
before they begin putting on 
additional weight. Thus, when 
cow loses weight in winter, 
the feed that enabled her to 
put on that weight has been 
wasted. In addition to this, 
there is the possibility that the 
cow that does not get adequate 
feed during winter will not 
survive or will produce a weak 
calf or will be unable to pro- 
duce enough milk for the calf 
next spring and summer. 
Now's the time to fertilize 
pasture for strong late summer 
growth, to take stock off some 
portions of pasture so it will 
be in good growth for fall, to 
store "hay, to mow pastures 
that are out-growing the
